Having scraped them 
clean and whi'.o, wash them and put 
them into a pot of warm but not boiling 
water, with a littlo salt. Lot them 
boil gently till by turning a folk in tbo 
flesh it will easily break nnd tho bones 
aro all loosened. Take oft tho scum aa 
it rises. When they aro dono tnko thorn 
out of the water nnd lay them In vino- 
gar enough to cover them, adding to It 
one-quarter of a pint of tho water in 
which they woro boiled. 
Add six 


popper corns, a few allspices,

cloves and a littlo mace. Put them in 
a jar nnd cover closaly. Soused feet 
may bo eaten cold from tho vinegar, 
split in two from top to toe, or they 
may be split in two, dipped in Hour and 
fried iu hot laid, or they may be broiled 
and buttered. But in tbo latter C.IBO 
they should bo nicely b.-owued.

can doctors. Ostaldcstou nctcd as agent 
or thoao physicianE. It was illustrative 
f tho hard Mines that moro than 120 
answers were received.

an incision in tho stomach, through 
vhicli tho action of the gastric juices 
might bo observed. Tho cavity thus 
mado was abont tho Eize of a hazel nut.

Lady Franklin Bay, out through Robe- 
son Channel, and into the Polar Sea it- 
self, ivhich ii named after our greatest 
American, north of all land. It was 
observed by Uon. Greely'a party in lati- 
tude 82 degrees 54 minutes— only thirty 
miles lonth of the farthest north ever 
reached by man. What la more, Gen. 
Greely nays that thoy winter as fir 
north as Robcson Channel, though ho 
Is puzzled to know hovr they maintain 
broathlng-hules where tho ice IB so 
thick. It^eoms tome, however, that 
with the temperature down to 00 de- 
grees below zoro, one lungful of air 
ouught to lie quite sufficient to last any 
seal an entire winter. 


The ringed seal is found iu Uehrlng 


Sea, and throughout the Arctic Ocean 
in both hemispheres. Tho largest in- 
dividuals are only about four feet in 
length, and by reason of its size, this 
species is despised by tho white sealers 
—a very fortunate thing for the Ejki- 
mos. In color it is extremely variable. 
In a collection of fifteen f resi skins 
that onco came into my hands from 
Point Barrow, there were three woll- 
drflned types — one almost black, an- 
other dark, mottled with light, and a 
third almost yellow. All showed the 
curious brownish yellow rings with 
darker centers from which the species 
takoa its popular name. 


This is the seal which the Eskimo 


hunts by simply playing a waiting 
game, in which patience is bis most 
powerful weapon. Ilo seeks over tho 
aolid ice Hoe until he finds a little 
round bolo running dosn through the 
ico quite to the water, be it two feet or 
eix. That is tho bleaching holo of a 
seal, which tho creature has kept open 
with its warm- breath over sioco the- ico 
begau to form. Mr. Kskimo simply 
camps on tha ico beside the hole, and 
shivers and waite, bo it one hour or fif-
